Start Third Week of Trial- 
McKeo n Mo tio n fo r Directed Verd ict 
Of No t Guilty Denied hy Co n rt J ud g e 


PARRIS ISLAND, S. C. (iP — 
The defense today lost its bid for 
a directed verdict of innocent in 
the cou rt-martial of Marine S. 
Sgt. Matthew C. McKeon, 
Defense attorney Emile Zola 
Berman of New York City asked 
the cou rt at the opening of its 
third week of trial for innocent 
verdicts for the former drill in­ 
stru ctor accu sed of involu ntary 
manslau ghter in the drowning of 
six recru its, oppression of recru its 
and drinking in the presence of a 
recru it. 
In a deliberate tone the trial 
ju dge, Navy Capt. Irving N. Klein, 
also of New York City, said, “the 
motion for a finding of not gu ilty 
is denied.” 
Technically, the seven - man 
cou rt martial panel may overru le 
Klein by a three-fou rths vote, bu t 
su ch action by a cou rt is extreme­ 
ly rare. 
The only charge on which Ber­ 
man did not make a motion for 
dismissal was that of possessing 
an alcoholic beverage in barracks.

as expected. 
Ju st previou sly, the government 
prosecu tor, Maj. Charles B. Sevier 
of Jacksonville, TU., had presented

“The condu ct of Captin Bligh in 
the famed Mu tiny on the Bou nty 
may be a point of reference to op­ 
pression of men u nder command,” 
he saiJ. 
Another definition, Berman said, 
may have beer the condu ct of 
Nero, which was to “to tyrannize, 
or to keep down by cru el and u n­ 
ju st u se of power.” 


Nero was the emperor who al­ 
legedly set fire 
Rome ju si to 
see it bu rn and as su ch he wou ld 
have known of the probable loss 
of life.

Capt. Bligh led the ship Bou nty

It’s time to make plam for ^ed- 
intg small grain pasttires. Small 
grains offer an excellent way of 
filling in the jieriod of late Sep- 
ternber throu gh early November 
w'hen we u au ially have a shortage 
of pastu re. It can take the place 
of some permanent pastu re growth 
which can be saved for winter 
grazing. .And it can also re<kice 
the amou nt of hay needed for 
wintering. 
In general, we have a choke of 
three small grains, winter barley, 
rye. 
or w^heat. 
althou /^ winter 
oats can be u sed in extreme sou th 
Missou ri. 
Early setxied winter barley is 
an excellent winter pastu re for 
all of Missou ri sou th of Highway 
36 It will produ ce more fall pas­ 
tu re than any other fall se^ed 
small grain on mediu m to good, 
well drained land. If well fertilized 
and not too severely overgrazed, 
it will develop a spring growth 
for eiUier pastu re, grain, hay, or 
griiss silage. .\t the same time 
it can serve as a g<K)d nu rse crop 
for gras.ses and legu mes. 
Fty e is a biHtcr fall pasture cro p 


Ion low fertility, poorly drained 
soils. It will fu rnish more winter 
pastu re than barley and wheat and 
can be grazed harder withou t hu rt­ 
ing the stand. Rye fu rnishes the 
earliest spring pastu re by ten day's 
to two weeks. 
Wheat fits in well when a long 
grazing period is needed in the 
spring. However, there is a prob­ 
lem of hesslan fly wHh wheat and 
we mu st consider it when we think 
abou t a planting date. In areas 
where the fly is a problem, wheat 
is ju st abou t ou t of the pktu re 
for fall pastu re. 
For best 
fall pastu re, 
winter 
barley and rye shou ld be seeded 
in late .Au gu st or early September.

Recently annou nced changes in 
U. S. wheat export programs, to 
take efftx't early 
in 
Sc'ptember, 
will assu re that wheat .sales for 
(‘xport will 
he draw'n 
primarily 
from free markrt su pplies rather 
than from stock.> of the Commod­ 
ity Cnxlit Corporation, 
according 
to Mu rray C. Colbert, chairman of 
the Missou ri State Agricu ltu ral Sta­ 
bilization and Conservation Com­ 
mittee. 
All wheat export programs will 
be continu fxi. 
with emphasis on 
handling throu gh nonnal 
t r a d e 
channels, the chairman explained. 
Special government aids will also 
be continu ed, bu t direct export as­ 
sistance will be extended in the 
form of wheat from CCC stocks 
rather than in cash payments. CCC 
stocks (rf wheat will also be u sed 
in carrying ou t barter contracts 
and providing su pplies for domes­ 
tic and foreign donation programs. 
Beginning Sept. 4. CCC will dis­ 
continu e sales at .special prices for 
export 
u nder t h e International 
Wbeat Agreement, and the special 
CCC program for export oQtside 
the IWA. CCC stoc'ks of wbeat will 
oorkinu e to be available u nder bar­ 
ter contracts and in payment of 
export su bsidies at a price based 
on the world market. For all other 
pu rposes it will be available only 
at the higher of (a> 105 per cent 
of the cu rrent price-su pport level 
plu s carrying charges or (b> the 
domestic market on an u nrestrict­ 
ed u se basis. 
Exporters will pu rchase wheat 
su pplies for export 
u nder these 
programs primarily throu gh nor­ 
mal commercial channels in the 
free market. 
Colbert pointed ou t that the an­ 
nou nced action will retu rn the pri­ 
mary responsibility for handling 
wheat exports to the commercial 
trade. For the marketing year 
whidi closed Ju ne 30, the great 
bu lk of all wheat exports was from 
CCC stocks. The changes in the 
program shou ld reverse this trend. 
More important, the chairman 
stated, the increased demand on 
free su pplies to meet export needs 
shou ld strengthen the market and 
resu lt in less acq u isition of price- 
su pport stocks by CCC since more 
loans will be redeemed by farmers. 
As the new soil bank program 
begins to take effect, with produ c­ 
tion levels cu t below the annu al 
req u irements and export demand 
concentrated in the free market, 
Department of Agricu ltu re officials 
believe that it will be possible to 
dispose of CCC su rplu s stocks in 
an orderly way withou t disru pting 
markets. 


Kumeii Fluiti 
Helps Cattle 
Make Adjustment 


Reseaipch at the Missou ri Agri­ 
cu ltu ral Experiment Statioai has 
shown that ru men organisms can 
help cattle and sheep adju st to pas­ 
tu re more rapidly. When cattle and 
slieep that have been wintered on 
dry for-ages are tu rned on pastu re, 
they often scou r and lose weight 
for one to two weeks. W. H. Pfänd­ 
er, a member of the aninval Ihis- 
bandry department at the Univer­ 
sity of Missou ri, says part of this 
distu rbance is probably cau sed by 
the inability of ru men bacteria to 
u se a strange feed. After bacteria 
adju st to pastu re, the cattle or 
sheep can then g a &n weight. 
Pfänder points ou t that if the 
early weight losses cou ld be re­ 
du ced or prevented, it cou ld mean 
millions of pou nds more meat and 
milk for the nation’s farmers. 
Two eyars ago the Missou ri Ex­ 
periment StMkn fou nd that steers 
and sheep drenched with ru men 
flu id obtained from animals adju st­ 
ed to pasUnre lost little or no 
wei^it and gained faster than ani­ 
mals not receivkig tbe rtu iMO flu id. 
Recent rese« ch condu cted at the 
Univ« f9ity has indicated that ani­ 
m ali adju sted to pastu re conditions 
more rapiÄy when fed dried ru ­ 
men organisms from ammal« that 
were pceiviou s^ adju sted to wheat 
pastUEW.

With small grain harvest near­ 
ing an end. perhaps you may find 
a few slack days for "catching 
u p" on extra jobs. One which often 
needs attention, especially cmi live­ 
stock farms, is fence constru ction 
ark u pkeep. 
Fences play an important part 
in the management and operation 
of you r farm. If well-arranged and 
well-constru cted, 
they 
will 
help 
you save time and labor in farm­ 
ing operations and add to you r in­ 
come. 
If you plan to bu ild a new fence, 
the most important first step is 
to get 
it 
locattxi 
in 
the 
right 
place. This may seem like an 
obviou .s fact bu t, too often, new 
inside fences are located withou t 
mu ch tliou ght abou t the effect on 
travel time in getting in and ou t 
of fields and on the efficiency of 
field operations. 
Here are a few principles to 
keep in mind in planning new 
fencing systems for greater effi­ 
ciency ; 
1. Plan 
a 
complete 
Balanced 
Farming system, inclu ding a de­ 
tailed layou t map of the whole 
farm and the farm.stead area as 
you wou ld like to have them ar­ 
ranged. perhaps in five or ten 
years. 
2. In plannir^ the system, first 
try to locate a service lane, which 
will connect all fields and pas­ 
tu res directly with the farmstead 
area. With a good cattle-gu ard 
located where the lane joins the 
service cou rt, you may go directly 
to every field on the farm—with 
either eq u ipment or livestock—and 
not open a gate except the one 
into the individu al field 
3. If you have an u pland farm 
and terracing is necessary in or­ 
der to produ ce more high income 
crops, plan terrace ou tlets along 
field bou ndaries opposite the lane 
entrance to give good access into 
ail fields. 
4. Constru ct field bo u n d a r y 
fences on terrace ou tlet berms or 
at the drainage divide in the ter­ 
race system, when feasible. 
5. Locate contou r fences either 
between terraces or on the top 
of terrace berms. A fence on the 
terrace berm is best when sepa­ 
rating fields in a hog sanitation 
rotatioii. 
6. For the- farmstead 
bu ilding 
area, plan an open service cou rt 
which allows an open travel way 
from the main road to all service 
bu ildings, the loading chu te, and 
by u sing a cattle gu ard, to all 
fields withou t opening a gate. 
At first thou ght, this may seem 
an impossible task bu t several 
thou sand Missou ri farmers have 
planned Balanced Farming sys­ 
tems to inclu de all thise featu res. 
Many have these plans fu lly de­ 
veloped and the fences bu ilt to 
fit the complete system. 
If you mu st bu ild a fence before 
making 
a 
loDg-time 
Balanced 
Farming plan, you might u se a 
temporary fence—su ch as an elec­ 
tric fence—u ntil plans are com­ 
pleted. This may save you a lot 
of the expense and hard labor 
involved in moving fences later 
on in order to have a system 
which fits m od^n farming opera­ 
tions. 
A new Missou ri CJoUege of Agri­ 
cu ltu re Circu lar No. 667 entitled 
"Good Fences for You r Farm ’’ 
contains fu rther su ggestions for 
planning fencing systems as well 
as details of fence constru ction. 
Nu merou s photos and line draw­ 
ings make this circu lar q u ite u se­ 
fu l as a fencing gu ide. You may 
get a copy from you r cou nty agent 
who also-will provide assistance 
in planning you r long-time Bal­ 
anced Farming system. 


Rye can be seeded a little earlier 
than barley or wheat. 
However, 
none of these crops shmild be 
.seeded mu ch before late A u i^ t 
becau se they are too apt to be hu rt 
by hot. dry weather. 
These small graitiKS shou ld be 
fertilized according to soil test. 
Seed barley and rye at a rate 
of two bu shels per acre. 
Grazing can start when small 
grains reach abou t fou r inches in 
he^ht. 
Then 
the 
small 
grains 
shou ld 
have 
a b o ui 
that 
same 
^nou nt of growth to go throu gh 
the winter. This is especially im­ 
portant with barley.

Several of the Farm and Home 
Planning members ^ e mixing a 
protein su pplement of tankage or 
meat scrafxs and soybean oil meal 
for their hogs and report that it 
is more economical and their hogs 
are doing better. 
This su pplement is made by mix­ 
ing 25 per cent soybean oil meal 
25 
per 
cent 
tanfc^e 
w 
meat 
scraps (preferably meat scraps) 
and the other 50% either soybean 
meal or meat scraps depending 
on 
which 
is the cheapest per 
pou nd of digestible protein. This 
will make abou t a 40 per cent 
su pplement. Nom^ally »2 pou nd of 
thi.s su pplement per day' is su fti 
cient for pigs weighing .50 pou nds 
on to market age. If this mixtu re 
is self fed and the hogs are con 
su ming over 
' 2 pou nd per day 
then add shorts or grou nd oats 
u ntil the consu mption levels off 
at abou t 
^2 pou nd. 
G. W. M ^er, who is feeding 
this su pplement, says his hogs are 
doing better than previou s litters 
and is costing less to feed. He 
is hand feeding 33 pou nds of su p 
plement along with groiwid oats 
ajid barley to 61 head of hogs. 
The cost of this mixtu re is $4 
compared to $5 for the su pple 
ment he was feeding. This is 
saving of 33 cents a day on the 
su pplement, which wou ld amou nt 
to approximately 75 cents per h<^ 
from 50 pou nds to market age. 
The extension staff has a pre 
pared list of recommended ra 
tions for brood sows, sows at tor 
rowing time, sow and litter and 
for creep feeding pigs. A copy 
may be picked u p at the cou nty 
extension office.

Alfalfa 
is becomiriig especially 
popu lar in MLssou ri becau se of its 
ability to withstand dry weather 
and becau se it ean be u sed in many 
ways. It can be u sed as a hay 
crop, as a mixtu re with grasses for 
grazing and silage or as one of the 
crops in a flexible rotation with 
corn and wheat. 
Marshall Ohristy, extension soils 
specialist at the University of Mis­ 
sou ri, says that average yields of 
three to Hve tons per acre of alfal­ 
fa hay can be expected on a good 
many farms. 
Althou gh alfalfa is a special crop 
in many ways, it’s not so mu ch so 
that seeding shou ld be pu t off u ntil 
next year. However, some advance 
preparation may mean a big dif­ 
ference in resu lts. 
In order to cash in on the pro­ 
du ction ability of alfalfa, you need 
to u se adeq u ate lime, phosphate, 
potash, and nitrogen. It’s easier to 
e^ablish and maintain an alfalfa 
stand on deep, well-drained, fertile 
soil. Bu t good performance can be 
obtadned on less desirable soils if 
you eliminate nu trient deficiencies. 
The soil specialists says that plow­ 
ing the minerals down deeply is a 
good practice. A soil test is the 
best gu ide for amou nt of fertilizer 
needed. 
If you plan to seed some alfalfa 
late this su mmer, Christy recom­ 
mends applying the needed lime, 
phospihate, and potash as soon as 
possible. 
More inf<Mmation on seeding al­ 
falfa and making soil tests can be 
obtained from cou nty 
extension 
agents.

Sometimes 
these feeds may contain a medi- 
oant to control coocidiosis. Some 
of these coccidiosis control ingre­ 
dients can ru in egg q u aJity. 
A produ ct known as NiCarbazin 
is being widely u sed to control coc­ 
cidiosis in broilers and pu llets. 
From all reports it is doing a 
good job; however. Cou nty Agent 
Vau ghan points ou t that it shou ld 
not be fed to the laying hens in 
case you have some left over. 
Tests in New York have shown 
that NiCarbazin in the amou nts 
u sed to control coccidiosis fed to 
laying hens will cau se the yolks 
to 
became 
"severely 
mottled." 
There will be clear-like areas in 
the yolk and clou dy areas resem­ 
bling 
a 
creamy 
material 
like 
cream cheese or semi-solid bu tter 
milk. The egg size will go down 
and 
egg 
produ ction 
may 
drop 
from 50 or 60 per cent to 15 per 
cent. 


As soon as the hens are placed 
on normal feed they will start 
laying normal eggs again within 
short time. Pou ltry men are ad­ 
vised ti^ check carefu lly to be su re 
that no feed containing NiCarbazin 
is acoidenially fed to the laying 
flock. 
It has been known for sometime 
that hens normally laying brown 
shelled eggs will s t^ t l^ in g white 
shelled eggs if fed a feed con­ 
taining NiCarbazin.

Yearling Hens Shou ld 
Be Kept Until Fall 


By ROBERT STEWART 
There are three common ways 
to keep the farm home cool in 
su mmer. You can u se regu lar air- 
conditioning u nits, 
attic exbau .st 
fans or evaporative cooling. 
Selection and pu rchase of room 
and window type air-conditioning 
u nits shou ld be made from a q u ali­ 
fied dealer who will gu arantee his 
produ ct. In general, 
prices are 
similar for u nits having simijar 
featu res. 
The window’ 
air-condi­ 
tioning u nit or ro(wn cooler is a 
complete package which is mou nt­ 
ed in a wall opening su ch as a 
window. The u nit can cool, de- 
hu midify, filter, and circu late air. 
In many cases, ventilating, heat­ 
ing, 
and 
hu midifying 
are 
also 
available in these same u nits Be­ 
sides 
room 
and 
window 
types, 
complete central air-conditioning 
u nits can be obtained. 
The attic exhau st fan has prov­ 
ed 
popu lar 
as 
an 
inexpensive 
means of obtaining a cooling ef­ 
fect in a home. While it cannot 
be called a su bstitu te for complete 
air-conditioning it is sou nd in prin­ 
ciple.

[cau se a gentle breeze throu gh t!he 
area. 
In areas where the atr is very 
hot and dry, it is possible to re­ 
du ce the temperatu re by passing 
air over a wetted su rface 
The 
evaporation of the water req u ires 
heat as the air tou ches the mois­ 
tu re, the heat necessary to evap­ 
orate the water Is taken from the 
air so that the temperatu re of the 
air i.s lowered bu t hu midity k 
raivsed. 
In coirsidering these three types 
of possible cooling mechanisms, 
it is ob\iou s that the type which 
u ses mechanical refrigeration will 
cost the most bu t will generally 
be 
the 
most 
satisfactory. 
Tlic 
evaporative cooler is rarely u sed 
in ou r part of the cou ntry becau se 
ou r relative hu midities are u su al­ 
ly too high for this type o f cooiit^ 
to be effective. 
The attic fan, is entirely satis­ 
factory. It will greatly help the 
inflow (rf cool air into the hou se 
at night time. Use of the attic 
f? • lends to limit or redu ce the 
need for cro.s.s ventilation in bed- 
ro(HTis and other rooms in th« * 
hou se.

Du ring this time, P®*" Ambulanea Sarvica Ph. • 
con.iiderable arnou nl of heat 
IS 
stored u p in the conslru ction ma­ 
terial of the bu ilding. In the air in 
the attic i.s not circu lated, tem- 
peru tu re.< as high as 130 degrees 
are common. After su nset, the ou t­ 
door temperatu re begins to drop, 
with the lowest temperatu re com­ 
ing between midnight and 6 a.m. 
The attic fan shou ld be started 
after su ndown to draw cool air 
from the ou tside and circu late it 
throu gh the hou se. The indoor tem­ 
peratu re is lowered q u ickly. In 
rooms to be cooled, it’s best to 
open the windows most distant 
from the fan. It may be necessary 
to close or partly close other win­ 
dows. 
It’s important to get the proper 
fan size. To obtain best resu lts, 
fan shou ld he selected to give 
one air change of the entire area 
in two to fou r minu tes. This q u an­ 
tity of air will be su fficient to*

No w Is Time 
To Buy Ewes 
Fo r Nex t Yea r 


By A. J. DYER 
MU Professer of Animirf 
Husbandry 
It’s time now to buy breeding 
ewes if you want to raise early 
lambs next year. 
Here are some things to keep 
In mind when buying ewes: size, 
age. breeding, health, and sound- 
ae.ss. 
As for size, range yearling ewes 
should weigh about 90 pounds at 
this time of year. Natives should 
weigh more. 
Two-year-olds should weigh 125- 
130 pounds in field condition. Old­ 
er ewes should weigh slightly 
more than this 
Probably the ideal age is two 
years. They have had their first 
lambs and are just coming into 
their most productive period. Pro­ 
ductivity increases until four years 
of age and stays at that level 
until six years. 
However, good two-year-olds are 
hard to find so you may have to 
choose 
b^ween 
yearlings 
and 
something older. With yearlings 
you can be sure of age by looking 
at the teeth. At four years, ewes 
have 
a full set and they keep 
them till six years so it’» a little 
hard 
to tell 
whether a ewe is 
four, five or six. So it’s probably 
best to buy sinnething short ci 
four years. 
Ew« can be of native w range 
breeding but they should be Mg 
and open faced 
Health should be 
and you 
can best tell this by appearance 
and activity of the ewes. Check 
for soundness. Avoid any ewe that 
has a string-like growth in the~ 
teat canal. 


Attorney General John M. Dalton 
has ruled that members of a coun­ 
ty highway commission can be re­ 
moved from office for failure to 
make an annual report to the coun­ 
ty court.
